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Food Stamp Abusers Will Face Stiffer Penalties 


Beginning July 1, people 
who abuse the food stamp 
program in Alabama will face 
stiffer penalties for their 
actions. That’s when the 
State Department of 
Pensions and Security will 
put into effect new federal 
rules designed to curb fraud 
and abuse. 

‘Under one of these new 
rules, anyone found guilty of 
a third food stamp offense 
will be permanently barred 
from ever receiving food 
stamps again,’ said Leon 


Security Commissioner. 
“‘The most severe penalty we 
could impose before, without 
court action, was a dis- 
qualification period of only 
three months, no matter how 
many times the offense had 
occurred,’’ 

The new rules include, 
for the first food stamp 
offense, a disqualification 
period of six months. Those 
found guilty of two offenses 
will be barred from the 
program for one year. 
Three offenses will result in 


‘*These are penalties that 
our agency can impose itself, 
without court action, but with 
a hearing that we conduct,"’ 
said Frazier. ‘‘Even if we 
impose these penalties, we 
can go ahead and refer the 
case for prosecution, which 
could result in even stronger 
penalties.’’ 

The new penalties apply 
to anyone who makes false or 
misleading statements, 
conceals or withholds facts or 
makes any kind of mis- 


representation in connection 


program. 

Another federal change 
going into effect July 1 will 
make it easier for the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security to collect over- 
issuances from households. 
Currently, only the particular 
individual, not the entire 
household, is responsible for 
repaying fraudulent over- 
issuances of food stamps. 

Under the new rule, the 
entire household will be held 
responsible for the over- 
issuance. The household will 


Frazier, state Pensions and permanent disqualification. with the food have the option of repaying 


stamp 
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in cash, or, if its eligibility for 
food stamps continues, 
through stamps or a 
reduction in the monthly food 
stamp allotment. 

‘*We believe this change 
will help us in recovering the 
value of stamps received 
through fraud,’’ said Frazier. 
“When we detect a case of 
fraud, we always try to get 
the money back, and many 
times we seek prosecution in 
addition.”’ 

Frazier said the change in 
how fraudulent over- 
issuances can be recovered 
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could prove very cost 
effective for the state. Even 
though the entire cost of the 
Tood stamps is borne by the 
federal government, the 
State gets to keep half of 
what it collects on fraud 
claims. 

Alabama has the 11th 
largest food stamp program 
in the nation, with almost 
223,000 households in the 
state currently benefiting 
from the program. During 
the month of May, those 
families received a total of 
$27.4 million in food stamps.

Work Areas Cause Controversy 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session’ Monday, July 11, at 
the courthouse in Elba and revived 
memories of the ‘‘district’’ system 
during a discussion concerning the 
placement of motor-graders in various 
work areas. 

The discussion started when 
Commissioner Gilmer Grant reminded 
the commission that there were nine 
motor-graders in the county and it was 
agreed two graders would be kept in 
each work area; however, at the present 
time there was only one grader in his 
work area. 

{Note: A work area is that part of the 
county in which a commissioner resides 
and each commissioner supervises work 
in that area. The ‘‘work area’’ is 
“basically the same as the old ‘'‘district, 
the major change being only the name.) 

‘There is only one grader in Work 
Area 1,"’ stated Grant, ‘‘and it’s not 
right to slight the people in that area. 
We should treat all areas alike; there 
are similar miles of dirt roads in the 
areas and we all have the same 
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Juvenile Charged With

A 17-year-old juvenile was arrested 
last week and charged with two counts 
of theft of property - first degree in the 
recent theft of two vehicles in Elba.

Crimestoppers Tip Leads To Arrest 


A tip received on the Crimestoppers 
telephone at the Elba Police Depart- 
ment last week resulted in the arrest of 
a Coffee County juvenile on charges of 
violation of the Alabama Controlled 
Substance Act. 


Police authorities reported that a tip 
came in at 2:10 p.m. Tuesday, July 5, 


stating that a white male on a motor- 
cycle had drugs for sale at the 
Snellgrove's Mill Bridge, near the New 
Hope Community. Deputy Sheriff Billy 
Wayne McKinnon and Reserve 
Investigator Ronny Shiver went to the 
area and discovered a group of 8 - 10 
people. Two males on motorcycles were 
at the scene, and after determining the

ownership of the cycles, both vehicles 
were searched. A small packet of 
marijuana was discovered on one of the 
cycles and a 15-year-old white male was 
taken into custody.

City School Board Hires Teachers 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday night in a short 20-minute 
meeting; however, in spite of the short 
meeting, described by Chairman Lois 
Holt as ‘‘probably the shortest on 
record,"’ the board handled several 
items of importance. 

Hiring of teachers for the coming 
school year dominated the meeting, 
with three new teachers hired and ten 
non-tenured teachers rehired from last 
year. Superintendent John Osburn 
explained to board members that he 


would have further recommendations as 
soon as funding for the year is 
determined and federal programs 
approved. 

Ricky Raiher was hired as assistant 
coach and history teacher. Rainer, an 
Elba native who teaches at Kinston, 
brings experience as a head coach and a 
master’s degree in history. 

Janet King was hired in the high 
school math department. She has 
previous teaching experience in the 
Elba school system and at Enterprise 


City Council Greeted 
With Number Of Bills 


The Elba City Council paid the bills, 
bought a tractor, appointed a board 
member and tabled action on naming 
the ball fields at the new Hawkins- 
Williams softball complex. 

Elba Tractor Company was success- 
ful bidder on a 40HP tractor to pull 
mowers, with a bid of $8904.65. A bid 
of $5995 from Tieco on a three-gang 
mower was tabled after several 
councilmen expressed concern over the 
initial cost and the high maintenance 
cost on the unit. 

Mike McKee was appointed to the 
Elba Recreation Board to replace 
Merrill Shirley, who resigned due to 
other commitments. Other members of 
the board are Gaines Waters, Betty 
Sauls, Ricky Mularz and Lamar Kelley. 

Bills totaling $16,530.59 were 
approved after the council heard Mayor 
Bob English read the larger items on 
the list of accounts payable. They 
included $545 for pool chlorine; $1300 
for sewer solvent; $1939 for mosquito 


spray: $1400 gasoline; $1900 
insurance; $1700 for concrete at the 
recreation park; $1442 for ball 


uniforms, and $843 to Stokes Hardware 
for all departments combined. 

Mayor English noted the naming of 
the three softball fields in the new park 
was on the agenda but several 
councilmen had expressed a desire to 
drop the action. He asked for comments 
from councilmen and received strong 
Opposition to tabling the matter from 
Councilman Charles Kennett. Kennett 
noted that he had brought the matter up 
originally ‘and wondered why the 
sudden change of direction. 

Councilman Inman explained he had 
discovered some problems with the 
action and was changing his opinion. 
Councilman John Sharpless suggested 
the matter be studied and a decision be 
made at a later date. 

Finally the council did table the 
matter until further study. with 
Councilman Inman opposing any 
further study of the matter. 

English reported to the council on 
street repair and warned that a major 
repair was needed on drain pipes at the 
old Beaver Dam Creek on Putman 
Street.

The 
board was informed by Osburn that 
the Alabama Ethics Commission had 
cleared this move by explaining that 
Mr. King could not vote on the 
recommendation nor any decision that 
would directly affect his wife. Osburn 
explained to this newspaper that he felt 
comfortable with his recommendation to 
hire Mrs. King due to her reputation 
and work record as an excellent math 
teacher.

Phillips 
is no stranger to the Elba school system, 
having worked years ago as an aide 
prior to earning his degrec. Last year 
he was officially hired as an aide, 
worked with the sports program and 
drove the Project Independence bus to 
New Brockton. Osburn told the board 
that Phillips would continue with the 
bus route due to his vast experience in 
that area and unusual ability to work 
with the special problems of the Project 
Independence students. 

Teachers rehired for the 
year are: Katrina Averette, Karen 
Carlson, Cal Donnia Davis, Joanie 
Doggett and Johnnie Taylor of the 
elementary school; Dixie Dorsey, Beth 
Dubose. Pam Smith and Mary Lois 
Wilson of the Elba Middle School and 
Hank Kennedy of the high school. 

Osburn reported to the board 
members “If proration is reduced to 
five percent, we will finish out the year 
without a loss, keeping in mind that we 
borrowed $65,000 at the beginning of 
the vear."' 

He expressed an opinion that pro- 
ration should be reduced to five percent 
from the present ten percent about the 
middle of September. If this happens, 
Elba should get the withheld money in 
the final check of the fiscal year. 

Board members heard that the first 
drawings on the high school renovation 
work should be available in about 10 
days.

Unemployment Rate 


Dips To 10.1% In County 


A detailed study released this week 
by the Alabama State Employment 
Service revealed that the unemploy- 
ment rate in Coffee County had dropped 
from 10.6 percent to 10.1 percent, and 
that there were still approximately 2070 
unemployed workers from a work force 
of 20,510. 


The figures, based on the May 1983 
Unemployment Data, showed that 
Coffee County's 10.1 percent rate of 
unemployment was well below the state 
figure of 12.9 percent.

The possibility of purchasing used 
government equipment may lead to the 
county's reviving its Civil _ Defense 
program. The need for used equipment 
was discussed and the commission 
decided to meet with Enterprise Civil 
Defense Director Moose Hope to 
discuss joining the program.

***was informed of a $20,000 grant 
received by the county to landscape 
property; 

***was commended for providing funds 
to purchase a marker at the Hart Grave 
site; 

***was informed of renovation work 
underway at the county jail; and 
***naid bills. 


Food Stamp 
Ups Maximum 


The maximum income a family can 
have and still qualify for food stamps 
will go up nationwide July 1, but the 
Coffee County Department of Pensions 
and Security does not expect the change 
to have a big effect on food stamp 
participation locally. 

Food stamps benefit 1615 house- 
holds in the county who received stamps 
worth $148,327.00 in May. The states 
operate the food stamp program 
according to regulations of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, which 
supplies the stamps. 

‘The USDA periodically adjusts the 
income standard to keep the food stamp

We usually agree with Charles Kennett on 
council matters, especially when it concerns the spending of 
money; but we disagree a bit with him on this and while it 
ain't a big thing either way, would vote against the idea if 
we were on the city council. Tuesday morning we had 
another comment from a local citizen on the matter. This 
person asked, with a bit of reserve, that if the naming was 
eventually approved, could this person have a parking space 
in the parking lot named after his/her family. There were 
apologies for not being anyone important, but they. do 
attend some ball games . . . if the weather is right. 


The federal government has filed lawsuits to force the 
merging of colleges in Alabama. We can walk both sides of 
this fence but maybe for different reasons than the feds who 
filed the suit. Alabama taxpayers and students would fare 
better without the empire-building that is going on today 
with the universities . .. VIRTUALLY ALL have some guilt 
in this area. Since no one else has been brave enough to 
step forward and stop this, then maybe we can get the 
desired results and blame it all on the federal courts. The 
other side is that of quality education, and some schools 
don't offer the quality we desire or deserve. From the 
educator's viewpoint, the schools of higher education need 
to be free to teach more than one idea, and this can’t be 
done unless there are completely separate facilities and 
chains of command. Finally, the stated reason for the suit is 
integration; and while we believe that any student- black or 
white - can enroll in the Alabama college of choice, we 
apparently are wrong. We don't think the complaints are 
from the old traditionally black colleges, because they stress 
they desire to retain their traditions that would be destroyed 
by a mass merging of schools. We are confused. 


The investigation of the military retirement system is long 
overdue. We feel there are some problems in this area and 
are hoping for some relief. We also realize the need for a 
strong military and incentives to encourage folks to make 


the military a career; but the cost is becoming unbearable.

the state Department ot 
Pensions and Security does 
not expect the change to 
have a noticeable effect on 
food stamp participation in 
Alabama. 


Food stamps benefit 
almost 223,000 Alabama 
households who received 


stamps worth $27.4 million in 
May. The states operate the 
food stamp program 
according to regulations of 
the U.S. ‘Department of 
Agriculture, which supplies 
the stamps. 

“The USDA. periodically 
adjusts the income standard 
to keep the food stamp 
program in line with changes 
in the federal poverty level,’’ 
said Leon Frazier, 
commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and 
Securtiy. ‘‘These changes 
usually have very little effect 
on participation in Alabama, 


but they do allow a few 
people to qualify for 
stamps.” 


The change scheduled for 
July: 1 will increase the 
maximum allowed income for 
a family of four to $1,073 a 
month in gross income and 
$825 a month in net income 
after deductions. 

-If the family of four at the 


maximum income level 
meets the other require- 
ments for eligibility, it will 


qualify for only a very small 
food stamp allotment--a total 
of $6 a month in stamps. 

Most families--all but 
some households that 
include elderly people--have 
to pass two income tests as 
part of the process for 
determining their eligibility 
for fod stamps. 

One test is for gross 
income. and the other is for 
net income after applying 
deductions for essential 
expenses such as utilities. 
Currently a family of four can 
have up to $1,008 a month in 
gross income and $%75 a 
month in net income. 

Resources as well as 
income have to be considered 
in determining _ eligibility. 
The limit for resources, 
including cash on hand and 
money in the bank, is not 


changing, but remains at 
$1,500 for most families. 
‘The food stamp 


program is available in each 
of the state's 67 counties and 


should assure that no 
destitute family in Alabama 
goes without food.”’ said 
Frazier “families 
experiencing hardship or 
with limited incomes are 


encouraged to contact their 
local food stamp office to 
make application.” 

Maximum allowed 
incomes for households of all 
sizes are going up July 1 
Households at the maximum 
qualify for the smallest food 
Stamp allotment. since the

Law Requires 


Registering Brands 


Alabama law does not 
require livestock owners to 
brand their animals, but it 
does require those who use 
brands to register the brands 
with the State Department of 
Agriculture and Industries. 
There seems to be a lot of 
confusion about the laws per- 
taining to branding livestock 
and State agriculture officials 
are trying to set the record 
straight. 

The Chief of the Stock- 
yards and Brands Section of 
the Alabama Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, 
Bobby Pruitt, points out that 
there are a lot of livestock 
owners in Alabama who are 
violating the law by brand- 
ing their animals and failing 
to register the brand with his 
Department. ruitt said 
failure to register 4 brand is a 
misdemeanor .and punish- 
able by up to six months in 
prison. He said most owners 
who fail to register are not 
purposely violating the law, 
but simply are not aware: of 
State requirements. 

“I have had dozens of 
people ask me if they can use 


any brand they choose and 

thae : sot 
throw h with it, 

then, be,.t then explain to 


them that the law requires 
them to register a proposed 
brand so we can check it 
against our records for dupli- 
cation within the State of 
Alabama. Its just like buying 
one of those personalized car 
tags, you can’t get one that 
someone else already has."' 

All brands used in 
Alabama must be registered 
with the Stockyards and 
Brands Section. The 
centralized record keeping 
system began in 1951 as a 
result of legislation passed 
by the Alabama Legislature. 
The law also requires renew- 
ing the brand registration 
every five years in order to 
keep records up-to-date and 


to allow officials to remove 

dead or inactive brands. 
Pruitt said that branding 

is the best way to prevent 


rustling and herd loss. 
“Virtually all the rustling 
cases we investigate deal 


with unbranded livestock,” 
he explained. ‘Brands are 
the surest means of identi- 
tying lost or stolen animals 
That brand is as important as 
an automobile tag or a serial 
number in making a positive 
identification." 

The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and 
Industries publishes a free 
booklet which explains State 
branding and _ registration 
policies. The booklet is 
available by calling or 
writing the Department. 

Pruitt said questions 
about branding, registration 
of brands, livestock rustling, 
and related subjects sould be 
and related subjects should 
be directed to the Stockyards 
and Bands Section which can

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Church Of God Is 40 Years Old 


By: Faye Holliday 


A tent meeting at the 
intersection of Claxton 
Avenue and Adkinson Street 
in 1943 evolved into a church 
- the Elba Church of God, 
and on October 27 of that 
year the church was ‘‘set in 
order’’ by charter members 
Kennie W. Adkison, his wife 
Martha and daughter Jewell; 
Nona, Annie Laura and 


Beatrice Matthews; Dallas § 


Waldrop and Burnise W. 

Carter. Of these only 

Waldrop is still living. 
Trustees of the new 


church were K.W. Adkison, 3 


Alvin Rushing and the first 
pastor, Neal Forehand, with 
Adkison also named as 
clerk. 

The original building, 
which now houses the 
Church of God of Prophecy, 


began as a frame structure, = 


but was later renovated and 
bricked in. 
The church is now located 


on Hghway 84 West, near © 29." @) 


Dorsey Trailers, with the 
first service in that building 
being held on the second 
Sunday in September, 1977. 
The Church of God, cited 
as one of the fastest growing 
churches in America during 
the last 10 years, began as 
the Christian Union Church 
on August 9, 1886, at the 
Barney Creek Meeting 
House on the border of North 
Carolina and Tennessee. It 
was changed to ‘Church of 
God’’ on January 9, 1907, 
and is known as ‘‘one of the 
oldest Pentecostal churches 
in the-world.’’ Each state 
has its own jurisdictional 
organization which covers 
the local churches in that 
state. National, or general, 
headquarters is located in 
Cleveland, Tennessee. 


The Elba church’s 
membership numbers 78 (not 
counting those who attend 
but are not actually 
members) - a far cry from the 
eight members who paid 
tithes of $130.25 during the 
year of 1945. Two months’ 
tithes during this year 
number $2218 and $3100. 

Organizationally, church 
officers include a Board of 
Trustees, who are elected by 
the church body for an 
indefinite period of time; 
presently these are Alvin 
Anderson, Bill Crawford and 
Troy Tyler; Sunday School 
superintendent - Woodrow 
Marler; clerk - Bill Crawford. 
Clerk duties encompass 
those of treasurer, book- 
Keeper and record keeper. 
There is also a_ finance 
committee, presently con-

sisting of Alvin Anderson 
and Daniel Rushing, who 
work with the clerk con- 
cerning financial matters. 

Programs of ministry 
through the church include 
Men’s Fellowship, Ladies 
Auxiliary, Prayer Meeting on 
Wednesday evening, choir 
and Sunday School, in 
addition to regular Sunday 
morning and _ evening 
worship services. 


An inspirational outreach 


of the Sunday School 
program is the ministry 
conducted by Bennie 
Blackmon, long-time 


member and former clerk. 
Each Suriday morning before 
worship services, Blackmon 
teaches a Sunday School 
class at the county jail. If, for 
some reason, he can’t get an 
audience with an inmate he 
will hand him/her some 
literature. 

The inmates look forward 
to Blackmon’s visits, as 
he relates. ‘‘One morning I 
was sorta late, and when I 
got there they said, ‘We 
thought you might not be 
coming’.’’

PEACH TIME 


Wouldn't you just love to 
have a ripe juicy peach right 
now--or peach ice cream pie? 
Now is a good time to buy 
peaches since their peak 
volume comes this month. 

Peaches are not only good 
to eat immediately but are 
excellent eating for the 
freezer. Peaches for the 
freezer are prepared with a 
syrup or a dry sugar pack. 
Don't forget to use ascorbic 
acid. Use this in the syrup or 
in dry sugar. If you choose to 
freeze peaches without a 
syrup of sugar pack, you 
will dissolve the acid in cold 
water and sprinkle it over the 
fruit before packing. 

Most fruits call for a 
medium syrup which is 3 
cups Sugar to 4 cups water. 
This syrup is ice cold. The 
sugar may be dissolved in 
cold water, but the syrup is 
clearer if it is cooked and 
chilled.

on bread with knives. Little 
did they know that their 
new ‘‘cold butter’’ was as 
American a tradition as 
they'd ever find. 

When freezing ice cream, 
don't freeze too slowly or to 
fast. A too-rapid freezing 
time does not allow for 
sufficient agitation and 
produces a coarse texture. 
An extended period of 
freezing causes a spongy 
buttery texture. 

Finally, if you use light 
cream or half-and-half in 
place of heavy cream or 
whipping cream, the ice 
cream will not be as smooth 
or as fluffy.

Magwood Returns To Elba 


As Execution Date Nears 


Convicted murderer Billy Joe 
Magwood, facing a July 22 execution 
date, returned to the Elba courthouse 
on Saturday, July 16, as attorneys met 
with Judge Riley Green in an attempt to 
receive a ‘stay of execution’’ for their 
client. 

Magwood, sentenced to die for the 
1979 shooting death of Coffee County 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, sat calmly in a 
wooden chair during the nine-hour 
hearing, showing no facial expression 
as witnesses discussed his sanity. 

The hearing began at 10 a.m, witha 
large group of attorneys, a handful of 
Magwood's friends and relatives and 
the late Sheriff Grantham's two 
daughters present in the audience. 

Mr. J.L. Chestnut Jr., a Selma 
attorney representing Magwood, stated 
he was seeking to have his client proved 
insane, which would result in a delay of 
the planned execution, and also sought 
to prove his client had insufficient legal 
counsel at the original trial. 

Dr. William H. Rudder, a Mobile 
psychiatrist who serves as a consultant 
at Searcy State Hospital, was the 
hearing’s first witness and stated 
Magwood was ‘‘one of the few people | 
am frightened of!"’ 

Dr. Rudder, who evaluated the 
defendant during a 10-month period at 
Searcy, reported at his original 
diagnosis on August 14, 1979, he felt 
Magwood was “insane and incom- 
petent,’’ but at a second diagnosis on 
April 1, 1980, had changed his mind and 
found the defendant ‘‘mentally 


Cassady was questioned concerning 
the publicity of the case and his 
friendship to Grantham, as well as the 
racial makeup of the jury, and the 
Enterprise attorney stated his motion 
for a change of venue was denied by the 
court; added he had known the late 
sheriff for 25 years and said he was 
satisfied with the selection of the jury. 

In summing up an answer to the 
barrage of questions, Cassady said, ‘'] 
did the best I could and would do 
nothing different if 1 handled the case 
today.”’ 


The hearing resumed following a 
30-minute recess, with the prosecution 
calling its witnesses. 

Judge Eris Paul was called to 
answer the questions concerning the 
quality of Magwood's original attorneys 
and Judge Paul stated both Cassady 
and Stokes were ‘good lawyers."' 

The line of cross-examination 
quickly returned to the matter of 
Magwood's sanity, with a number of 
Holman Prison authorities being called 
to testify. 

Mr. Ron Jones, the assistant 
warden, stated he had known Magwood 
as a prisoner for two years and had seen 
him at least once a week. He reported 
Magwood had never exhibited ‘‘strange 
or bizarre behavior’ and said in his 
opinion the defendant was “‘sane.”’ 

Earl Self, a Board of Corrections 
Officer, stated he had seen Magwood

almost daily as the supervisor of the 
Death Row section, and never wit- 
nessed any ‘‘unusual behavior’’ by the 
defendant. 

Robert Skipper, a corrections officer 
at Holman, stated he had known 
Magwood since June, 1981, and said 
Magwood ‘was able to communicate”’ 
and was, in his opinion ‘‘sane."’ 

Dorothy Daugherty, a registered 
nurse and the custodian of medical 
records at Holman, brought Magwood's 
medical record and stated the defendant 
was not listed as being psychotic, She 
reported the only medication Magwood 
received was sedatives, antibiotics and 
weak pain-killers, and also stated that to 
her the defendant appeared to be 
“sane.” 

Jim Corbitt, a psychologist at 
Holman Prison, reported he had 
evaluated Magwood’s psychological 
data, and visited him last week, and 
found him to be ‘‘relatively normal.”’ 
He said Magwood had never shown any 
unusual behavior at Holman. 

The final witness was Dr. Blaine 
Crum, a clinical psychologist from 
Mobile, who reported he had given 
Magwood a two-hour evaluation and 
testing on Friday, July 15, and con- 
cluded the defendant ‘“‘is capable of 
rational thinking" and ‘‘is sane."’ 

Judge Riley Green told the 
gathering ‘‘We all know what issue we 
are facing,’’ and stated he would 
release a ruling by Tuesday, July 19.

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Circuit Judge Riley Green wasted no 
time in acting on Billy Joe Magwood's 
request for a stay of execution, as on 
Monday, July 18, the judge issued a 
written judgment denying the request 

At Saturday's hearing Judge Green 
had stated he would rule on the request 
on Tuesday of this week; however, the 
urgency of the ruling apparently led to 
the early announcement. 

In a three-page ruling written by 
Judge Green, the judge acted on all 
defense measures brought up at the 
hearing. 

In the ruling, Judge Green stated 
‘Grounds for writ of error contained in . 

. the amended petition . . . are not 
proper issues . They are without 
merit 

Concerning the question of being 
represented by ineffective counsel, the 
judge stated ‘Mr. Joe C. Cassady and 
Mr. Jackson W. Stokes, with their 30 or

On the matter of Magwood's sanity, 
Green stated, ‘‘Magwood's attempt to 
invoke Section 15-16-23 and obtain a 
stay of execution of the sentence of 
death is without merit. The totality of 
the evidence conclusively shows he is 
not presently insane. He appears sane, 
competent and capable of assisting 
counsel in matters pertaining to the writ 
of error, sentence or otherwise.’
